'Progeny of Horses Turned Loose on 
the Trall In Barly. Days 

Mure than ttree. thousan: wild 
horses, in herds of from 380 to 100, are 
roaming over the hills and valleys in 
the interior of Britieh Columbia, ac 
cording to a report brought to Hdmon- 
ton: by James Brad'ey, who with Gus 
tav Rielmand, a veteran prospector 
and miner known throughout the bon- 


-|anza gold camps, has just. returned 


from-an extended exploration’ tour of 
the coast province. ° f 

Indians and white prospectors and 
pack train freighters value these un- 
tamed animals more than high bred 
horses, said Mr. Bradley, They are 
the frogeny cf horses turnéd-loose on 
the trial by discouraged or dying men 
during—-the-famous-gold--rush in the 
Cariboo country. Thousands ‘of the 
veriest tenderfeet etampeded to’ the 
new flelds in the early 60s. Most of 
them were incompetent, and; in fact, 


and the horsés éither broke away or 
were abandoned when the fortune 
hunters gave up on ‘the long trail. 

The horses made their feeding 
grounds in the vicinity of Barkerville 
for several years afterward and their 
offspring wandere. northward as the 
bands increas:d. They*‘make trails 
on the. mountains and timbered coun- 
try much after the fashion of. buffa- 
lo in the early days ari deer at pre 
sent. ; 

The Indians and freighters, working 
in the timbered districts, catth them 
with snares, such a- are used for lynx. 
In most cases the animals are easily 
broken and they are better for the 
rough country than high grade horses 
on account of their stamina and sure- 
ness of foot on the mountain trails. 
We lost horses from our train from 
time to time and vepla-ed them with 
wild animals, py

During the two year 
period the Minneapolis elevators re- 
ceived 20,414,584 bushels or No.2. On 
August 31, 1912, they had,shipped out 
22,242,410 bushels and still d. on 
hand‘61,648 bushels, making a total of 
22,294,094 bushels, or a gain of 1,880,- 
i bushels. % 
When thé tables on No. 8, No. “4, 
“rejected” and “no grade” wheat were 
explained it was easily shown where 
the grain in No. ‘1 and No. 2 came 
from. In the last four instances 
there was a loss in the élevators. 
There were 9,777031 bushels of No. 
8 ‘received during the two years. The 
shipments amounted to 7,664,232 and 
on August 31, 1912 the elevators had 
on hand 140,624 bushels. The total 
of No. 8 wheat, either shipped or on 
hand, was 7,804,856 bushels. There 
was. a loss in No, 3 grade of 1,972,- 
175 bushels. 

In No. 4 grade the elevators re- 
ceived 2,812,653 buske-; and shipped 
out, 624,433 bushels. The loss in this 
grade was: 2,188,220 bushels.

there were 1,175,513 bushels received 

and 621,773 bushels shipped out, mak- 
ing a loss of 553,740 bushels. 

“But it was in the “no grade” class 
where the largest loss appeared, Here 
4,695,565 bushels were received. . At 
the end of the two year period 1,000,945 
bushels had been shipped and there 
was on hanc 249,393 bushels, king a 
total of shipped and on hand of. 1,250,- 
338 bushels and leaving 3,445,227 bush- 
els entirely unaccsuntci for. - 

Gages of individual'y owned eleva- 
tora were also cited to the senate .com- 
mittée. One of these had. received 
215,142 bushels of No. 4 wheat and at 
the ed of the two year period had‘not 
shipped out one bushel of this grade 
and. did not have on» bushel ou hand. 
in other words, every bushel of this 
grade, the grade for which the farm- 
er ‘was paid, was mixed and came out 
in the No. land No. 2 Nozthern 
grades, the grade for which the ele- 
vator ‘owner wold it. 

The elevztor : en who have testi- 
fled before the senate committee and 
the house committee have argued that 
the. grain which they make by being 
allowed to rix is largely offset in the 
cost of the mixing process. This 
fact is vigorously disputed by James 
A. Manahar, counsel for the house] 
committee, recently elected congress- 
man-at-‘large for the state of Minne- 
sota. Mr. Manahan’s contention ts 
that .the farmer is the loser by. many 
millions every year under the present 
system... “ 

“When the elevator companies buy 


prince prevailing that day for No. 2, 
8 “rejected” cr “no grade’ said Mr. 
Manahan at one of.the sessions. “On 
that same day, these sac-o elevator 
companies sella future on No. 1 and 
2 for practically that same amount. 
Their experience has taught them that 
they can mix the lower grades so as 
to fill the future order with No. 1 and 
2. On that very day they make a 
profit ranging from the price they paid 
for the lower grades and the price for 
which they sell the future on No. 1 
and No. 2. In my opinion this nets 
them a profit amounting to hundreds 
of thousands of dollars. True it is 
that there is some expense in the mix- 
ing process but even so I believe that 
the elevator man is making an enor- 
mous ‘profit, a profit way out of pro- 

portion.”
